Drugs farms 
closed down

NEARLY 50 cannabis fac¬ 
tories were discovered 
across Northamptonshire 
in 2008, new statistics have 
revealed. 

Raids on hydroponics factories 
almost doubled to 48 last year, 
compared to only 28 during the 
previous 12 months. 

And seven have already been 
found in the county so far in 2009. 

Det Insp Mike Smith, of 
Northamptonshire Police’s reduc¬ 
ing supply team, said: “Cannabis 
cultivation is organised crimi¬ 
nality and is linked to other 
offences, such as people traffick¬ 
ing. 

“The criminals involved work 
on a national basis and we are 
determined to make it is unat¬ 
tractive as possible for them to 
set up shop in Northamptonshire.” 

An increased awareness of the 
tell-tale signs of a cannabis factory 
- including strange smells, per¬ 
manently covered windows and 
frequent deliveries of gardening 
equipment - has also helped police 
find the illegal operations. 

Many factories - often in unoc¬ 
cupied houses - have been raided 
as a result of anonymous tip-offs 
to Crimestoppers from members 
of Neighbourhood Watch.

WOMEN about to give birth 
were turned away from 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital after several compli¬ 
cated labours left midwives 
over-run. 

The Barratt Maternity Ward 
saw so many women through its 
doors on Friday night, with so 
many difficult births, it had to 
close to new admissions for 12 
hours. 

Maternity managers said there 
would have been a risk to patients 
had they not taken action. 

Helen McCarthy, a matron and 
lead midwife, said: “Unfortunately 
we did have to close to admissions 
for this period because we not only 
had a very high number of women 
giving birth, but also we had very 
many women who needed a high 
level of care. 

“There were no more beds avail¬ 
able on the wards and it would 
have been a greater risk for patients 
were we to continue to accept fur¬ 
ther admissions.” 

The Northampton unit has been 
criticised in the past for having 
low numbers of maternity staff, 
but the hospital denied the clo¬ 
sure on Friday was a result of low 
staffing levels. 

A spokesman said the closure, 
which happened between 6.30pm on 
Friday and 6.30am on Saturday, 
was a very rare “blip”. 

It is believed to have happened 
only three times since 2004. 

After a closure, the policy is to 
transfer women to Kettering, Ban¬ 
bury, Milton Keynes, or Bedford. 
Community midwives can also be 
sent out to women’s homes. 

However, Kingsthorpe couple 
Christopher Venn and Katie 
Purkiss were furious that the birth 
of their baby, Finlay, could not go 
ahead at the Northampton labour 
ward on Friday as planned. 

Because of complications with 
the birth of her previous child, 
she was warned she needed to 
have anti-biotics through a drip 


during labour to stop an infection 
being passed to Finlay. 

She said: “They offered me a 
community midwife but they 
wouldn't have been allowed to 
administer the drip outside of a 
hospital, so my dad had to drive me 
to Kettering General instead. 

“I don’t blame the midwives but 
I would have thought someone like 
me was a priority. 

“I don’t know how any hospital 


can close a labour ward. Births 
keep happening whether they are 
shut or not.” 

Mrs McCarthy said: “We do apol¬ 
ogise to any of our patients who 
were affected by this closure. 

“However we would like to reas¬ 
sure everyone that patient safety is 
our top priority, and we are confi¬ 
dent that this was the right course 
of action to ensure that there was 
no risk to women or their babies.”

Market 

Square 

changes 

delayed 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
reorganise Northampton's 
Market Square were delayed 
after traders collected a 
15,000-signature petition 
against the move. 

Plans to reorganise Northamp¬ 
ton’s market were first revealed 
by Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil last year. 

The £1.3 million scheme would 



see the square’s current enter¬ 
tainment area expanded, a new 
food court created and market stalls 
pushed up towards the Grosvenor 
Centre. 

But after traders handed over 
their massive petition opposing 
the move last week, the man respon¬ 
sible for the market, Councillor 
Richard Church (Lib Dem, 
Kingsthorpe ) agreed to delay the 
plans. 

He said: “We’ve repeatedly said 
we want to work with the traders to 
develop and improve both the Mar¬ 
ket Square and the market itself. 

“On Wednesday I received the 
petition from the traders and 
repeated my promise to be con¬ 
structive about the flexibility of 
the layout. 

“To give this the consideration it 
deserves, we have postponed some 
aspects of the reorganisation work 
by a week.” 

Work to reorganise the stalls, 
which was due to begin next Mon¬ 
day is now not due to begin until the 
following week. 

But the chairman of the 
Northampton Market Traders’ 
Association, Mick Wilson, said he 
thought it would take much longer 
to get all the traders to agree on

new locations for their stalls. 

He said: “We’re still prepared to 
negotiate with the council, but the 
main worry is a lot of the traders 
don’t want to move and we fear 
there won’t be enough stalls for 
everyone once the change takes 
place. 

“We know the council can do 
what they want in reality, but we 
just want to have an amicable result. 

“We’d prefer for the whole thing 
to be delayed until all the traders are 
happy with their new locations.” 

One of the traders’ main fears is 
that they will end up on the western 
side of the market, which has been 
labelled ‘death row’ because they 
say so few shoppers use that side of 
the square. 

There are currently 189 stalls 
on the market. 

The changes would see the num¬ 
ber reduced to 178 on Fridays and 
Saturdays and 148 during the week.

A CHARITY that raises 
money to support people 
with breast cancer in 
Northamptonshire is 
preparing to launch its sev¬ 
enth fundraising walk. 

The Crazy Hats Appeal was 
started by Glennis Hooper, who 
was diagnosed with breast can¬ 
cer three months after she had 
been appointed headteacher of a 
primary school in Kettering. 

The charity has since grown 
into one of the biggest charities 
in the county and thousands of 
people are to take part in the 
seventh annual Crazy Hats five- 
mile walk through Wicksteed 
Park, in Kettering, on Sunday 
March 29. 

Sally Keeble, Labour MP for 
Northampton North, yesterday 
met the charity’s founder at the 
Avon headquarters in Nunn Mills 
Road, which is sponsoring the 
walk, to celebrate the charity’s 
seventh anniversary 

Glennis Hooper said: “Every 
year it has grown and grown 
and people have kept giving and 
giving. This year we want to get 


3,000 people walking. To secure 
the sponsorship from Avon for the 
second year in a row is a great 
coup. 

“I am very proud because we 
are a small charity but we are giv¬ 
ing hope and helping lots of peo¬ 
ple with breast cancer. There 
really is no life that has not been 
touched by the disease. 

“We have raised £680,000 over 
seven years and we are helping 
speed up the process of buying 
the latest screening equipment for 
hospitals in Northamptonshire.” 

Mrs Keeble said: “Breast can¬ 
cer is one of the biggest killers of 
women and this government has 
greatly increased the provision 
of support and medical care for 
victims. 

“I’m very pleased to be able 
to support their efforts. I hope lots 
of people will join us on the 29th 
and make this the most suc¬ 
cessful sponsored walk yet.”

They will also enforce reg¬ 
ulations and issue tickets to 
people breaking the law by 
inconsiderate parking.

THE sale of cheap alcoholic drinks 
should be curbed by councils, 
according to Northamptonshire's 
health chief. 

Prof Stephen Horsley, director of public 
health for the county, said the time had 
come to say “enough is enough” and that 
councils should look at cheap drinks, includ¬ 
ing that which is sold in supermarkets. 

He compared it to efforts in Liverpool, 
where a smoking ban was introduced and 
led to the rest of the country following 
suit. 

Prof Horsley said almost one in four 
deaths among the under-75s in deprived 
areas of Northamptonshire is preventable 
- around 234 in total - and that councils need 
to adopt new ways to tackle smoking, obe¬ 
sity and binge drinking. 

He said: “If we want our society to 
improve in relation to smoking and obesity 
then we have to say enough is enough. This 
is a serious problem. 99p pints will encour¬ 
age people to drink to excess and that leads 
to problems later in life. 

“We don’t want to ban anything but we 
need to pull back. Is it really acceptable 
to have 99p pints and people drinking to 
excess? 

“My responsibility is to point out what’s 
happening and we want people to have a bet¬ 
ter quality of life over a longer period.” 

Prof Horsley said alcohol misuse is 
resulting in serious consequences for health, 
with rates of cirrhosis of the liver increas¬ 
ing among women. 

A number of pubs in Northampton have 
been criticised for lowering the cost of 
alcohol. Venues have previously held events 
where revellers can drink as much as they 
can for as little as £10. 

Sally Keeble, Labour MP for Northamp¬ 
ton North, has campaigned against cut- 
price drinks and said: “Research on the 
impact of price and availability of alco¬ 
hol shows that it contributes to increased 
alcohol consumption. It is essential that 
we tackle the price of alcohol in shops as 
well as in pubs and clubs.”

I HAVE now worked in the 
town for 35 years and lived 
here for 27 years; during 
this time I have watched as 
the borough council has 
made one fateful decision 
after another. 

The current issues over the 
balloon festival (and the 
lunatic decision to charge 
an entry fee) and the 
Market Square are sympto¬ 
matic of the problem, and 
as for closing down public 
toilets ... unbelievable. 

We need to look back a few 
years to the 1970s, when I 
remember local factories 
closed for the week of the 
Town Show. 

We have lost the Timken 
Show which was fantastic. 
The value of the balloon 
festival is its “pastoral and 
spiritual” benefit. If it were 


possible to recognise its 
benefit in cash terms the 
council would not be scrap¬ 
ping it. 

The loss quoted of £160,000 
works out less than £1 per 
person from the town. 

The town needs some fun 
and heart putting back into 
it. 

People need to feel proud of 
the town and at this 
moment they don’t. 

I do think there should be 
much more local connectiv¬ 
ity with the show: local vol¬ 
untary groups doing dis¬ 
plays; bring back the show 
jumping; have some athlet¬ 
ics of all ages, and maybe a 
five-a-side football knockout 
and/or a local rugby sevens 
tournament. 

Don’t forget the many 
music activities that could 
contribute as well, and the 
traditional morris dancers. 
I’m sure the Guides, Scouts, 
Boys Brigade; Sea Cadets 
could all make a valuable 
contribution as well. 

Things I would like to see 
in Northampton include 
kids boats back on the boat¬ 
ing lake in Abington Park, 
open up the pitch and putt 
course; why not build a 
velodrome, roller skating 
rinks for the teenagers and 
an ice rink ... things for 
people to participate in, not 
more spectating. 

The idea that they have to 
run at a profit is misguided: 
much of what the council 
pays for does not return a 
profit in any shape or form, 
so why should a bit of fun 
have to do that? 

We need a better balance 
and we need to stop squan¬ 
dering money on unneces¬ 
sary projects, such as the 
Market Square and the sec¬ 
ond rose garden in 
Abington Park. 

The toilets need opening up, 
not closing down. Abington 
Park toilets are a disgrace, 
dark, unlit and unsafe as 
well; the toilets at the cor¬ 
ner of Wellingborough 
Road and Park Avenue have 
been closed for years and 
need opening up again.

AFTER helping parents at her school who 
wanted to stop smoking, a woman who had 
smoked for 25 years ended up kicking the 
habit herself. 

Becky Wilson, 39, who had smoked since 
she was 14, works as a teaching assistant at 
Bellinge Primary School, Northampton.

Mrs Wilson said her determination to 
show a good example to her grandson, Oliver, 
made her keep her pledge to give up. 

She said her skin was much healthier, 
she was no longer short of breath and had 
more cash in her pocket at the end of the 
week. 

Mrs Wilson’s group was given medica¬ 
tion, behavioural support and healthy-living 
advice. They were also allowed free gym 
sessions to keep up their healthy lifestyles. 

Statistics indicate smokers are four times 
more likely to give up with NHS support.

Tenants endure 
more heat woes 


RESIDENTS left without 
heating or hot water for 
three days last week say 
the problems have been 
happening for almost a 
decade. 

Tenants of St Mark’s House, 
in Spring Boroughs, which is 
maintained by Northampton 
Borough Council, were left 
without working radiators or 
heated tap water for three days 
last week as temperatures fell 
to freezing. 

They have already spent the 
last four Christmases with no 
heating apart from portable 
electric heaters, with some 
claiming the problem has being 
occurring sporadically since 
at least 2000. 

Phil Barton, who has kept 


a diary of the failures, said: 
“I would estimate we lose an 
average of two months of heat¬ 
ing a year even though we pay 
for the full 12 months. 

“They are collectively tak¬ 
ing thousands of pounds a year 
off some of the poorest peo¬ 
ple in Northampton without 
giving them anything.” 

Tenants said the council had 
carried out work on the heating 
system several times but that it 
keeps breaking down. 

Nadine Collins, a tenant who 
lives with her 11-year-old son, 
said: “It always seems to be 
winter that it happens, which 
is the time you really need it. 

“This morning I had to boil 
the kettle seven or eight times 
in 50 minutes getting my son 
ready for school and I can’t go

Rural speed 
may be cut 

THE Government is consider¬ 
ing cutting speed limits on 
most rural single-carriageway 
roads from 60mph to 50mph, 
it has been revealed. 

Ministers believe the poten¬ 
tially unpopular move may be 
needed to cut the number of 
deaths among motorists and 
pedestrians. 

But the AA warned that 
there should be no "blanket" 
reduction, and instead called 
for a "targeted approach'.' 

Currently the speed limit on 
almost all single carriageway 
roads outside of towns is set 
at 60mph, except at accident 
blackspots. 

However, road safety minis¬ 
ter Jim Fitzpatrick is said to 
have been struck by figures 
showing that these parts of 
the network were more prone 
to crashes. 

Mr Fitzpatrick is looking at 
reducing limits in a bid to 
improve the UK's road safety 
record, which used to rank 
among the best in the world, 
but has slipped in recent 
years. 

In 2007 there were 2,946 
deaths and 30,000 serious 
injuries on British roads, with 
speed being a factor in 29 per 
cent of them. 

The Government has 
brought forward a range of 
proposals to try to boost 
safety, including imposing six 
penalty points on motorists 
who break speed limits 
"excessively',' and punish¬ 
ments for using mobile 
phones while driving. 


Mazda’s exception 
that proves the rule 



CARS with folding hardtop roofs can 
be rather grotty things. Curiously 
malformed with distended bottoms 
and pinched cabins, they usually lose 
their looks and their practicality 
once the roof’s up and all you’re left 
with is toothbrush room in the boot 
once the hood has done its contor¬ 
tionist’s trick. 

Oh yes, these cars offer the cus¬ 
tomer more. More weight, more com¬ 
plexity and more expense, that is. 
Therefore, I shuddered when Mazda 
first announced a Roadster Coupe 
version of the MX-5. Seems I needn’t 
have worried after all. It’s the excep¬ 
tion that proves the rule. 

The same 159bhp 2.0-litre and 
124bhp 1.8-litre engines shift the 
Roadster Coupe as power the stan¬ 
dard MX-5. The famously wristy 
short throw sports gear change has 
been retained on the manual mod¬ 
els with the 1.8-litre cars getting 
a five-speed box and the 2.0-litre 
alternatives coming with a 
choice of this, a six-speed 
manual or the PowerShift 
sequential automatic. This 
auto option can be operat¬ 
ed in manual mode via the 
steering wheel-mounted 
paddle shifters or set to act 
like a standard automatic 
gearbox. Both of the MX- 
5’s engines thrive on revs 
as any good roadster pow- 
erplant should, and the 2.0- 
litre option gives its peak 


power at a heady 7,000rpm, just 
500rpm short of the red line so own¬ 
ers are rewarded for a heavy right 
foot. 

The MX-5-in any guise - has never 
been about raw figures: instead, the 
joy of the car comes in the feeling of 
fun and tactility it affords. This 
model is no different. Although the 
hardtop doesn’t signally improve the 
car’s torsional rigidity when in the 
raised position, it does give a little 
more in the way of noise insu¬ 
lation, but otherwise it’s 
almost impossible to 
tell you’re not driving 
the soft-top. 

The roof 


retracts in three sections with no 
impact on boot space and adds just 
37kg to the weight of an equivalent 
soft-top MX-5 roadster. Although it’s 
tempting to think of this car as “just 
a roof”, a lot of thought has clearly 
gone into it. 

The spring and damper settings 
are subtly revised to take account of 
the hardtop car’s marginally altered 
weight distribution. Thankfully, the 
roof 


retracts to a position within the 
wheelbase so that it doesn’t detract 
too much from handling agility. 

The Mazda MX-5 is a tough car to 
improve on but the Roadster Coupe 
just about manages it, effectively 
offering added capability with - cost 
aside - almost no downside. With 
many MX-5 models down the years, 
the ethos was always less is more. 

The entry-level car was usually the 
best bet but the Roadster Coupe 

changes this, offering a slightly 
more mature feel that 
rewards a bigger engine 
and more kit.
